ous network of rivers, creeks, swamps, 
lagoons and morass. 
A great portion of 
It was densely Umbered with cypress, pine, 
oak end sycamore (the latter the old 
southern buttonwood . 
It was populated pretty thickly in n few 
sections only. 
Th* great swamp tract*, 
covering thousands of acres, contained 
but few whites, however, the population 
being mode up of negroes, whose indolent 
nature and impervious organisation ren­ 
dered them proof against malaria and 
steady work. 
Lassitude and superstition grew more 
prevalent as we journeyed toward th* 
gulf, until as we approached South Caro­ 
lina we found the blacks, like the islanders 
of the south seas, Idling awny their time 
lolling about in tile shad* or congregated 
at corner stores in groups waitiog for that 
long-looked-for 
and always 
expected 
“forty acres and a mule." 
Caleb wasn’t 
one of that kind, however. 
He was much 
more intelligent than the majority, oner 
getio as negroes go, and withal brave and 
somewhat rash—an almost unaccountable 
feature with th* tar-heel darky. 
On* afternoon we approached a branch 
of Waecamucca river at the edge of a big 
swamp. 
A darky ferryman lay on the 
sand of the beach in the broiling sun, with 
his mouth wide open, sound asleep.

Roum&nia, but Sweden, in which the dis­ 
ease was once prevalent, ie noif almost 
entire Iv rid of it, though the contiguous 
Norway is more afflicted with leprosy than 
any other European country, 
it is also 
rife in every quarter of the globe, and 
wherever it ox Ute it seems to be slowly 
but surely extending it ravagea Sir Mor­ 
rell estimates the total number of lepers in 
the world at millions. 
The disease was 
carried by Chinese immigrants into the 
Sandwich islands somewhere about I SSO 
and since thou has spread with great 
rapidity. 
It was taken by them also to 
Australia and California. 
It is steadily 
extending in the West Indies and in 
British Guiana it has increased remarkably 
during^ecent yearn 
According to the 
last official report there are IR.5,000 lepers 
| in India; and to different parts oi our 
own^country the disease has been brought 
from Norway, 
Russia, and the West 
Indies.

The first lightning catcher was not in­ 
vented by the great philosopher, but 
a poor monk of Seuttenburg, Bohe­ 
mia, who put up the first Ughtning rod 
on the palace of the curator of Pre- 
ditz, Moravia, June 15, 1754. 
The 
name of the inventive monk was 
Prohop Dllwisch. 
The apparatus was 
composed of a pole surmounted by an 
iron rod, supporting twelve curved 
branches and terminating in as many 
metallic boxes filled with iron ore and 
inclosed with a wooden box-like cover, 
traversed by twenty-seven iron point­ 
ed rods, the bases of which found a 
resting-place in the ore box. The en­ 
tire system of wires was united to the 
earth by a large chain. 
The ene­ 
mies of Dilwisch, jealous of his success, 
excited peasants of tho locality against 
him, and, under the pretext that his 
lightning rod was the cause of the ex­ 
cessive dry weather, had the rod taken 
down aud the inventor imprisoned. 
Years afterwards, M. Melsen used the 
multiple-pointed rod as an invention 
of his own.
